HEN y ou buy one of those 
scarlet-petaled flowers called 
the poinsettia to add to the festive 
appearance of y our home at Christ­ 
m as tim e, y ou are helping perpetu­ 
ate the fam e of an Am erican who 
little realized that his nam e would 
become associated with one of the 
sy m bols of the Yuletide. 
For Joel 
R. Poinsett had so m any other 
claim s to distinction that it seem s 
curious he is best rem em bered be­ 
cause a flower bears his name! 
Born in South Carolina in 1779, he 
studied both medicine and m ilitary 
science abroad but his father in­ 
duced him to abandon his intention 
of entering the arm y and to be­ 
come a student of law. Poor health 
forced him to give that up and he 
asked President Madison for a com­ 
mission in the arm y . He was about 
to be appointed quarterm aster-gen­ 
eral when the secretary of w ar ob­ 
jected. 
Instead he was sent on a dip­ 
lomatic mission to South Am erica 
where he mix ed in the politics of 
Chile, and fomented revolution un­ 
til 
he 
becam e 
known 
as 
“ the 
scourge of the Am erican continent” 
and was recalled. Nex t he was sent 
to Mex ico. 
Alway s interested 
in 
botany , he brought back from that 
country the flower which was given 
the scientific nam e of “ Poinsettia 
Pulcherlna.” 
Just as he had been a stortny 
petrel in international politics, so 
he was a disturbing elem ent in the 
politics of his native land. 
During 
the 
Nullification 
controversy 
in 
South Carolina he organized and led 
the 
Unionist 
forces. 
By 
doing 
th at he won the esteem of the nation­ 
al governm ent and President Van 
Buren m ade him secretary of war. 
Poinsett improved and enlarged 
the arm y , organized a general staff, 
built up the artillery , directed the 
Seminole w ar and m anaged the re­ 
m oval of some 40,000 Indians to In­ 
dian Territory . In the m idst of this 
activity his scientific interests were 
not neglected. 
He ex perim ented 
with scientific agriculture, sent out 
the Wilkes ex pedition into the Ant­ 
arctic and was largely instrum ental 
in founding the National Institute 
for the Promotion of Science and 
the Useful Arts which later was 
m erged with the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution. His busy career cam e to an 
end in 1651 while he was living in 
retirem ent as a plantation owner in 
his native state.

Admiral-General 
SAMUEL POWHATAN CARTER of 
Tennessee was the only man In 
American history who ever held both 
the rank of rear-admiral in the Unit­ 
ed States navy and brigadier-general 
in the United States army . Appointed 
a midshipman in 18 40, he rose to the 
grade of lieutenant in the navy in 
18 55. 
At the outbreak of the Civil war 
he was temporarily transferred to the 
War department to organize troops in 
his 
native 
state. 
First 
appointed 
colonel of the Second Tennessee Vol­ 
unteers, he was commissioned a briga­ 
dier-general in 18 62, brevetted a ma­ 
jor-general in 18 65 and mustered out 
of the army in 18 66. 
Returning to the navy and having 
by this time been promoted to the 
rank of commander, he became a cap­ 
tain In 18 70, a commodore In 18 78 
and in 18 8 1 he was placed on the re­ 
tired list with the rank of rear ad­ 
miral. 
“Admiral-General* Carter died 
in Washington In 1S91. 
Another Civil war army officer who 
had also served In the navy was Brevet 
Maj. Gen. William Nelson who had 
been appointed a midshipman the same 
y ear that Carter had and had risen 
to the rank of lieutenant-commander 
when he was transferred to the army . 
However, he never had an opportunity 
to become an admiral, for he was 
killed In an affray in Louisville, Ky .» 
by Brig. Gen. Jefferson C. Davis on 
September 29, 18 62. 
The nearest parallel to Carter’s case 
is that of Admiral Raphael Semmes, 
commander of the famous Confederate 
warship, the Alabama. After the de­ 
struction of liis ship by the Kear- 
sarge, Semmes was commissioned a 
brigadier-general by President Jeffer­ 
son Davis of the Confederacy and 
placed in command of some batteries 
at Danville, Va., during the last week 
of the war. 
I 
N 1932 newspaper dispatches re­ 
corded the death at Santa Ana, 
Calif., of “the first woman who ever 
flew an airplane.” She was Dr. Jes­ 
sica Raiche, fifty -eight y ears old, whe 
in 1910 at the fly ing field at Mineola, 
•N. Y., where many of the first flights 
were made in this country , flew an old 
pusher ty pe ship. 
However, Doctor Raiche wasn’t the 
•first of her sex to pilot a “fly ing ma­ 
chine.” The woman who did that is 
still living. She is Mrs. Henry Breck­ 
inridge of New York, wife of the Ken­ 
tucky lawy er and statesman who was 
assistant 
secretary 
of 
war 
under 
President Wilson and later attorney 
and adviser to Col. Charles A. Lind­ 
bergh.
